DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, all the claimed elements must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 
Claimed elements that are not shown in the drawing are as followed (only some of the elements 
are listed as an example): 

• At least two patch panels, each having a plurality of jacks. 

• Sensor means comprises at least two contacts provided in the jack. 

• A plug connected to a jack. 

• A bridge contact provided on the plug 

• An electrical circuit completed when the bridge contact of the plug is connected to the 
two contacts of the sensor means in the jack. 

• A split having two part of the jack. 

• A detector circuit. 

• A continuity checking means 

• Processor means 

• A patch lead. 

• A flow chart that shows each steps recited in the method claims 1 2-27. 

• An alarm signal to an operator.

Specification 

2, The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the first occurring abbreviation 
requires the full terminology. Thus, the exammer suggests the applicant to change the first 
occurring abbreviation "LED" in the abstract to ~ Light Emitting Diode (LED) ~. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b).

Claim Objections 

4. Claim 2 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. Claim 2 repeats the limitation recited in claim 1, lines 5-7. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

While claims 1-27 recite many distinct components of a structured cabling system, the 
drawings do not show most of the elements (as listed above paragraph 1) and the present 
specification does not explain in detail all these elements, their structures, or the relationship 
between each element. Therefore, the claimed invention cannot be understood clearly and fully 
without Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(g) and cannot make a proper 
search for the claimed invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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8. Claims 1, 2, 5-21, 23-25 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Bloch et al (US 6,330,307 Bl). 

With the best of the examiner's educated knowledge and a broadest interpretation of the 
claims, the examiner will apply an art rejection to many claims as possible. 

Bloch discloses a structured cabling system 10 comprising at least two patch panels 12, 
each having a plurality of jacks 16; a light emitting diode (LED) indicator 42 associated with 
each jack; sensor means 38 associated with each jack to provide an indication of the present or 
absence of a plug connected to the jack (see column 4, lines 26-38); and a central processing unit 
(CPU) in a rack controller 30 for monitoring and recording the status and the activities of each 
and every jack in all the patch panels 12 while providing a visual signal through LED indicator 
42 (see columns 4-6).
